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We encourage you to consider revising your request to limit and be as specific as 
possible, possibly limiting the search to specific offices and specific types of documents 
like reports or memos. 

Please send us the indicated information within 35 days, along with a copy of this letter 
and your original request with the information requested. Otherwise, we will be forced to 
close your request without further action. The 20 days we are allowed to comply with 
your request will begin when we receive the requested information.
